Posner lias a reprint out, Wliether or not you take the time to read the butoheri'- 
of wiiat I wrote, and after that butchery, having no choice, I.did pick up the typos 
tliat remain uncorrected, asked for the use of the omitted table of contents and points^ 
out tliat tliey have two different subtitleif. Ho corections were made. They did it on 
tho cheap and I'm not avrare of a single ad or promotion or even review copy sent out. 

If you do not take the time to read it, as ^ think your own interest indicates 
you should, I enclose the only mentions of me in his reprint. I referred to him, 
using the Random House dictmonaiy, as a shyster, as a literaty theif , as a man who 
can't tell the truth even by accident and a few other tilings that would activate and 
motivate a man with any self respect. I heard not a .word from him or from RII or from 
any Idwyer spv^aldng for them. Instead in his reprint ho proves all over again that he 
cannot toll the truth and does not even try, ife refers to Open as my first book 

to be publishled commerisially, ^t is the fifth, ^e has a copy of at least one. 
quoted from it in proving that he was a careless liar. Counting reprints it is my 12th 
commercial publication. If thxs is all he can say af^^er what he knows very well I said 
about him, he has given all the unnecessary confirmation anyone could want,
